Armenian PrUoners Shockingly Treated — 

No Food lliren Them, and They Are 

Not Permitted to Sleep.

It wa-s In tho fall of 1S.19 that tbo first ' 
stage of tho daily lino left Atchison, | 
Kan., then a prospi’rous and promising 
young city, a loading boat landing and 
a formiduMo rival of tho then feehio . 
and struggling Kansas City. There was ^ 
a great deal of rejoicing over tho coming I 
of tho new enterpriso and with many ' 
good wishes and amld.st the shouts of tbo 
assembled populace, tho first coach 
whipped gaylj off. Tho new lino marki-d 
an epoch In western methods of travel 
The spring B'fore a lino ha<l been put 
on from Leavenworth to Denver by 
Jones A Ku:M«.dL Tho stages ran spas- 
modically and tho firm encountered 
trouble from the outset. This line made 
only a few trips when tho Indians be- 
came so hostile that it was Impossible 
to guaninP'o a traveler .safe passage to 
the mining ramp of IX.*nver. Tho route 
lay from Ix-avenworth up Smoky Hill 
fork and dins-tly across tho plains to 
Colorado’s capital. It was dangerous 
and expen".ivi\ for tho Indians stole 
nearly every team of mulas that tho 
company put on the lino. The concern 
at length fell into tho hands of RassoH, 
Majors & Waddell, with all accompany- 
ing rights and franchises. That piorerr 
firm then bought the Hockaday A I-lg- 
gett company, operating an irregular 
and un.satisfactory line of small coaches 
from St. Joseph to Salt Lake on a sched- 
ule of twenty-two days. This company 
bad no post stations and tho samo ani- 
mals that started from a terminus would 
fre<iaently struggle through nearly to 
tho other end of the lino. 

With tho two companies out of tho 
field and a g-uaranteo of Government as- 
sistance, Russell, Majors A Waddell 
went to work with vigor In their dally 
stage enterprise. They built splendid- 
ly-equipped, strong and warm post sta- 
tions every ten or twelve miles, cstah- 
lished divisions with superintendents tn 
charge and announced a schedule time 
of ton days from Atchison to Salt Lake, 
a distance of miles.

When I first commenced on th” farm 
on my own account I built a .nia’l 
try house of logs. Not hating much 
capital or much experi'.Tce tn lh*= poul- 
try business, 1 thought that if I could 
have a place for the poultry to rosist at 
night out of tho storm, and plenty of 
corn for fee.1 they weiiM do well 
enough, and 1 coull save time and 
money by getting ahmg thu.s. It would 
have been bettor to let tho poultry 
rocst in tho trer-i. I find that ono of 
tho greatest evils c'lntond with in 
poultry business is parasites. I lu-lievo 
that tho cholera, s*> prevalent amo.-g 
our fowls, is caused chi ’lly by pamsites. 
Tho body lousi* gives them no reit by 
day and the spider louse, that hides in 
their roosts, comes out to torment them 
by night, and to finish tb< ir purga- 
tory, the scaly leg attacks them, and 
finally tho cholera eoracs along as a

Com smut is widely distributed 
throughout our country, and the Injury 
resulting from its attack varies from 
le.ss than one per cenL to more than 
half of the crop Experimenters do not 
agree in their opinions as to its harm- 
fulness when eaten by cattle, but it Is 
certain that it is not an activo poison. 
Tlte black powder of the smut consists 
of tho spores, which are simple, seed- 
like reproductive todies. These re- 
produce smut much as seeds reproduce 
ordinary plants. Smut spores may grow 
in manure and liquids in the barn- 
yard for an indefinite period. Tho 
smut enters the com when it is very 
young, penetrating the soft tissues of 
the lowest joint and root of tho small 
plant Smut does not pass from plant 
to plant in tbo corn-field. 

Outward applications to affected 
plants will do no good, for the fungus 
is Inside, and no application will reach 
it Groat care should be taken to koep 
the ground from becoming filled with 
spores. By a rotation of crops the In- 
crewie of smut may he prevented. Do- 
mestic animals should not be allowed 
to eat the smut in tho field, for they 
will distribute tho spores In their drop- 
pings. Care should be taken not to con- 
taminate yard manure with the spores. 
Infected stalke should be removed from 
tho field before the smut balls open and 
then bo carefully destroyed. Plant 
none but seed which is perfectly free 
from smut sporea Tho spores adher- 
ing to seed-corn may bo killed by im- 
mersion in a strong solution of blue 
vitrioh In a general w.ay the propor- 
tion may bo given as follows; viz.: Use 
as many pounds of blue vitriol as gal- 
loiLS of water. The immersion should 
not last longer than twenty minutes. 
If the wot corn is placed upon sloping 
boards tbe liquid may be drained off 
and used over again a number of times.

THE DAIRY COW. 

B»mm Pol>U Ttimt Should Be Obeerred 
in Breeding. * 

Suppose wo want to produce a dairy 
cow. Let ns start In by taking natlTO 
cattle and putting a puro-brod sire at 
the bead; take an Ayrshire or a Hoi* 
steln-Frlosian. The Sbort-IIoma to-day 
In the West arc not valuable fbr the 
dairy. Wo have some very lino milch 
cows among them, but let mo ask yon 
where you will go In tho West for a 
Short-Horn bull that will throw strong- 
ly and propotcntly on tho side of tho 
dairy. In England you can find thorn, 
and In tho East yon can find them. On 
tho Wadsworth ostato in the Qenoseo 
valley is a herd of Sbort-Homs, started 
over fifty years ago, and thoy bavo been 
brod for milk until to-day tbo males 
aro potent in that lino. Thoy aro not 
so profitable as beof animals as those 
bred specially for boof. As tho boof 
potency increases tho milk potency do- 
croascs. 

You want to raise tbo best kind of a 
dairy herd. This is wbat I would do: 
1 would go among tho farmers and 
select tbo best native cowrs I could got. 
I would want thorn to bo of tho dairy 
form, every ono of them. If two cows 
of equal merit were brought to me, and 
ono should glvo oven moru milk than 
tho other and yet was of a beefy form. 
1 would not brood to her, because a 
cow breeds very largely from hor blood, 
and not from her uddor. Many a beefy 
cow has been a famous cow, but she 
would not brood that way. Mr. Good- 
rich had a celebrated Short-IIorn grade 
cow, and sho bad three heifer calves, 
but none of them wore worth any 
thing for tho dairy. A good many 
farmers have tho idea that a good cow 
individually will surely breed that 
way. Sho will not always. Many a 
boof cow gives plenty of milk, but has 
not a dairy tendency in her. Take a 
cow with a brooding tendency toward 
dairy work. Then I would couplo her 
with a puro-brod bulL Then I would 
take bor heifer, if it was a good ono 
and of strong constkntion, and breed 
that hoifor to her own father. I would 
dotermino tho constitution a good deal 
by make-up and development of tho 
navel, which I think is the finest test 
in the world of constitution — tho 
strong, muscular condition of tho 
navoL lly breeding that hoifer to hor 
own father 1 would got a three-quarter 
inbred, say Jersey, or Guernsey, or 
Ayrshire, or Ilolstein-Fricsian. TTiat 
is as far as I would go with in-breed- 
ing. Thon I would bavo so enhanced 
tho sire’s breed in that hoifer by that 
ono in-cross as to nako her ilrroil oa 
potent lot tho reproduction of that 
breed os though sho were purc-bred. 
These aro some of tho principles that I 
would use. liy this process I havo soon 
herds where the grandmother was a 
one hundred and - twonty-fivc - pound 
cow brought up so that tbo daughters 
and grand-daughters made three hun- 
dred and eoventy-flvo pounds of batter. 
The diiferenco in feed was not so much, 
but tho dilTeronco in brood was very 
great. — Breeder's Gazetta

A Cheaply Built Strootnre tor Storing 
Com la tho Ear. 

Our illustrations represent a very 
cheaply-built but convenient structure 
for storage of com in tbe oar. Fig. 1 is a 
perspootivo view of the building, which 
is fourteen feet wide, twenty feet long, 
and nine feet in tbo clear at the oaves.

places for tbo sills and girders, tho lat- 
ter being of four-by-four inch scantling. 

Tho outside covering is of narrow 
boards, nailed on vertically, with inter- 
stices between for ventilation. Two 
boles aro loft on each side, high up un- 
der tbo oaves, for convonicnoo in 
filling tho cribs from a wagon stand- 
ing alongside. Fig. *2 is tbo floor 
plan. On either side a crib three and a 
half foot wide extends tbo entire length 
and up to within two feet of tho rafters.

Tbo portion which forms 
tbo bottom of the cribs is of narrow 
strips, with spaces between. Tbo ends 
of tho building aro covered with verti- 
cal boarding.

Evergreen* for Hedge Purpose*. 

Tho cboioo of ovorgreons 'Should al- 
ways bo made with an eye to tbo par- 
ticular object in view. If for protection 
alono, as, for insUinco, on tbo outsido 
of buildings or orchards, says Josiab 
Hoopos in tbo Tribune, a dense, strong 
grower should be so\«ctod. Norway 
spruce, all things considered, fills 
every requiroment and needs little 
training. Scotch and Austrian pines 
have been rocommondod, but owing to 
tbo disastrous fungal disease peculiar 
to tbo genus theso soon prove useless, 
the lower branobos becoming dofoliat- 
od. White pines form an excellent 
screen, ospiecially If pruned when young. 

American arbor-vitas, although not 
growing so largo os tbo foregoing, will 
make a boavy, sightly and olToctlvo 
bedgo if sot closo together. Thoy In- 
sreaso rapidly in boigbt, but slowly in 
bulk near tbo gronnd; no mistake will 
bo made in using them in almost any 
situation not too aek 

For an ornamental hedge proper — 
that is, ono to bo annually trimmed 
and kept in perfect condition — bem- 
iock spruco is perhaps tho most at- 
tractive, but Norway spruco will l>car 
neglect bettor, is hardier in tbo hodgo. 
Is adapted to a greater diversity of 
soils and exposures, and. If skillfully 
trimmed, presents an exceedingly beau- 
tiful, although formal, appearance.

GRINDING FEED. 

A INsciimIoii of the Qaestiott, 

It P»yT- 

While there are circumstances under 
which grinding grain would be un- 
profltablo, says tbo Farm and Home, as 
for example when com is cheap, as it 
was last season, especially <n tbo trans- 
Mlsslssippi States, and mills few, and 
tbo obarge for grinding blgb, the cost 
for grinding would represent nearly or 
quite half the cash value of the corn. 
But when the price of com is above 
fifty cents per bushel, Instead of fifteen 
or twenty, and grinding can be done 
conveniently and cheaply, it will un- 
doubtedly pay. 

With cheap com and bogs to follow 
the cattle, there Is very little loss, 
even though much of the co.-n passes 
through tho animal undigested. Tho 
advantage of grinding tbo food is that 
it is more perfectly digested, and if, in 
addition to grinding, the bay or straw 
Is cbaiTed, and tho ground feed mixed 
with it, the result is to render tho 
rough feed more palatable, and, tho 
ground foed being mixed with it, is 
raised and romasticatod and all tbo 
food improved by tbo process. 

A very interesting and convincing ex- 
periment was made some years ago by 
the London Omnibus Company. They 
were feeding about three tliousand 
borsos on whole oats and long hay, and 
bad figured out to tho fraction of a ce nt 
wliat It cost to food them, and when 
they began feeding cut hay and ground 
oat4 mixed and fed as chop, thoy found 
a saving of ten cents per horse, or threo 
hundred dollars per day. Ono thing 
lurthor has boon fully scttlod and that 
is that corn ground, cob and all, makes 
a bettor fc<<d for cattlo than when tbo 
grain alono is ground. This has been 
tho subject of careful exporimont at 
more than ono of tbo experiment sta- 
tions, wbero ovory thing was done with 
tbo utmost caro, the food being weighed 
out daily and tbo stock weighed at 
stated periods, and the conclusion 
reached was that a pound of cob and 
com was worth as much as a pound of 
com alone. 

The value of the cob seems to como 
from the balancing of the ration ratbor 
than from the value of tbo food con- 
stituents in it, as a chemical analysis of 
the cob shows it to bo a littlo mure val- 
uable than tbo com fodder. The cost 
of grinding has boon greatly reduced 
by tbo introduction of tbo steel mills, 
which are geared to a high rate of speed, 
five hundred revolutions a minute, and 
run by tho thresher engiucs. which 
would otherwise bo idlo a good part of 
tho winter. Mills costing from sixty 
dollars to ono hundred dollars wlU grind 
from twenty to fifty bushels an hour, 
and at a cost of from four to six cents a 
bushel of seventy pounds. 

For the feeding of colts and calves, 
and in fact all growing animals, bran 
is one of the best ground foods, and 
usually the most eoonomicaL A pound 
of bran is worth more for young ani- 
mals than a pound of com, or a fluo 
middling, as it contains the material 
required fur tbo making of bono and 
muscle, which is just wbat tho growing 
anic al needs. This being true, and it 
is as well establisbou as any fact can 
bo, it will often pay the farmer to buy 
bran rather than com, when ho can get 
fifty pounds or more for tbo price of a 
butbcl of com. To sum up them, wo 
wtn-ld say: 

First — Grinding feed is usually profit- 
able when the price of grain is high. 

Second — To got the best results com 
sbonld be gronnd with the cob and 
ground fine. 

Third — Feeding tho grain with 
chaffed bay, straw, or oora-fodder, adds 
still more to its vaJuo. 

Fourth — When food must be pur- 
chased, the wise farmer will often buy 
bran and oil-meal which are already 
ground, rather than oom.

The doetrtc Ught ae aq Insect 
atrojer. 

Electric light is a great slayer of in- 
sects. Prof. Lintncr, New York’s State 
entomologist, believes that tbo average 
number of tho insects destroyed in a 
uight by a slnglo oloctric light is nearly 
ono hundred thousand. Tho larger por- 
tion of Prof. Lintnor’s spocimon coUoo 
tion from ono light consisted of minute 
gnats, midges, crano files and similar 
small two-winged insects. No mos- 
quitoes were dlsoovorod among tke 
victims, as they arc not attracted to the 
lights. There wore, however, largo 
numbers of plant bugs, which aro In- 
jurious to vegetation, particularly of 
ono small spocios of a bandsomo groon 
gassid, which foods upon our grasses. 
A number of tbo moths, and ono of tho 
leaf-rollers which havo mado suoh 
havoc in our fruit troos this season, 
wore found, as well os other spocios of 
tho samo family. Prof. Lintnor was 
sorry to divcovor also a number of tho 
b< autiful gauzo wings among tho heaps 
of tho slain, as their larvm aro tho aphis 
lions which aid in keeping Town plant 
lice. The oloctric light, says ProL 
Lintner, will undoubtedly prove an act- 
ive agent in tho reduction of insect 
I ests, and also furnish entomologists 
with many raro specimens and with 
many species nevor boforo soon.

HERE THEY DINE. 

An £conomkjal Automat lo Feed Trough 
for the Fowl*. 

I submit those sketches of an auto- 
matic feed trough for fowls to the oon- 
sidoration of those interested In poultry 
who like to manufacture their own 
utensila They show tho trough by per- 
spective and cross section. It Is V- 
shaped and hold in place by tho end 
pieces. These also form the supports to 
keep It at the proper height from tho 
ground. The bottom board five inches 
wido Is also fastened to these end 
plecea A tbreo-sided strip Is nailed 
along tbo center of tbo bottom board, to 
divide tho grain as it foods down, allow- 
ing tho fowls to cat from both sidoa 
Tho opening between tho lower edges 
of tho sides and this center strip, also 
distance from the bottom.
